Al Jones Killed at a Railway Crossing
Near Misonri Valey,

Narvow Escape of a Yoang Lady Who
Was With Him,

A fatal aceident ocourred at the rail.
way crossing on the Sioux City rond, about
n mile from Miasouri valloey, Sunday after-
noon. A young man named A. L.
Jones, who was in the employ of the
road, wan out riding in & buggy with a
young Indy named Mg Emma Allen,
of Denison, At the cromssing there are
two gates, nnd these were supposed to bo
closed and|locked, butit appears that the
last gate was not clused, the lock heing
broken.  Tho other gate was accurely
fastonod. Jay Jones was crossing the
track and discovered that the west gate
was socurely locked, and at the same

time heard an appronching train, He
tried to turn the horses about and get off
the track, The horses became frightened
and before he could got out of tho way
the train was upon him, the engine
striking the bugey, smashing it, killing
he horse and inflicting such injuries
upon Jonea that death resulted i the
course of two hours or 8o,

The young lady, when sho  heard the
train approaching, hurriedly got out of
the bugey, and managed to escape umn-
Jured, and the young mun could doubt-
less have saved his life, too, had he
abandoned the team, but in trying to
control the horses and get them out of
the way also, the train caught him.
Jones was aged about 3% yoars and leaves
a mother and sister, but their where-
abouts are not exactly known,

The mother has been living iv Daos
Moines, and the young man had lately
sent money to her thers to the amount of

8274, but slie had not ealled for it, and it

remains there subject to her order. The
es Moines postmaster telegraphs that
he thinks sne left Des Momes for Coun-
cil Bluffs some little time ago, The sis-
ter of the young man, Miss EmmaJones,
was for a time in the employ of the
Broadway hotel here. The young man
loft an insurance policy of 1,000 in some
Des Moines oco-operative company, ns
appears from the papers found in his
trunk. His body is at Missour1 Valley,
and an effort is being made to learn the
whereabouts of tho mother and sister,
and unless there can be some tidings
gained, the funeral will bo held this aft-
ernoon at 4 o'clock, the railway company
attending to the burial.

The whole party, horses, wagons and
all were put by the cfficens in the pound,
and were there to wait tho arrival of the
Ida Girove creditor and officers. Yester-
pay noon the man climbed over the high
fence and skipped out leaving his wife
and babies here,

The woman was well nigh heart brok-
en. Her story was that they had been
very poor and had worked hard, in order
to reep a team, without which they
eould not earn enough to support them.
He had peen obliged to horrow some
money, He told her he had  borrowed
£330, but she afterwards learned it was
€50, 'They concluded to leave Idn Grove
snd go to whore her parents resided in
Kuaunaas and he told her he had  settled
up the debt execept 240, which
would send back to Freeman,

After baing arrested here he acknowl-
edged to her that he had not settled the
nortgage,  He said he was safraid  that
they would back him wp, and then he
could do nothing to support the family,
but she cheered him up with the idea
that they would perhaps take the team
and sell 1t, and give them what remained
after setthing the mortgage,

When he deserted her, ho told hoer
he would go up town after some-
thing, and gatting over the fonce disap-
peared, She snys he had about 10 in
his pocket, while she is left without with
two babes to eare for, and not a bit of
food or any help out of her troublo.  She
is anxiourly wating the arrival of the 1da
Grave ereditor in hope that she may set-
tle with him in some way 8o as to get
euough out of the property to get her to
her parents’ home in Kansas,

A man who would thus leave his family
in wuch trouble, whiie he skipped vut, is
certainly entitled to little consideration
or aympathy, but the woman, with the
babes’elinging|to her, sittingldiscons: lately
inthe police station, with no money or
friends, knowing not where to turn for
help, presented cortainly a sad pleture.
